Mayor Robbins replied that overhead costs increase every year and added holidays are a
negotiated contractual benefit. Mayor Robbins further added that both the Police
Association contract and AFSCME contract are being re-negotiated this year.

Chief Financial Officer William Antonides explained that the Borough collects taxes for
the Board of Education and the County along with the Borough’s portion. Mr. Antonides
added the Borough has a statutory requirement regarding debt service repayment.

Council President Oglesby reported that the Public Safety committee recently met with
Police Chief Higgins and added that the fire chief’s vehicle was involved in a minor
accident. Mr. Oglesby added the Borough has a vehicle use policy regarding Borough



insured vehicles and expressed concern that the fire chief vehicle was being used as a
forest fire vehicle and further added the policy should be enforced. Mr. Oglesby
suggested that the fire company either restrict use of the vehicle or “insure it” themselves.
Mayor Robbins stated that the waiver for non-residential firefighters has expired.
